Thefe are the People chat fupport the 
Quarrel, that back the Higé-Flyers, and ia 
whem all che War ceater:——They pufh oa 
the Hig5-Flyers indeed, and place them in 
the Front, becaufe they are cloath’d in 
Shepherds Cloathiag, and may deceive, as 
weil as beat their Eiemies 3 but when the 
Battle is joya'd, and their Troops begin to 
ming!2, thefe wi] be trampied down on 
buth fides, and the orher are the Veterans, 
that come in freth, when their Enemy is 
out cf Breath, with cutting thefe down. 

In the Turkijh Arwiesy at the firtt and 
prodigious Growth of that Empire, it was 
obfervable, their maia Forces confifted of 
four Sorts of Troops, the 7ertars, the ane 
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the Afapi, and the Fanizarics———mmm——ve 
The Spabi were their Cavalry, and were 
very good Troops ; before them they had 
always. running forward a great Body of 
Turtars, whoare alfo Horfe , the Fanizaries 
were a ftanding Body of Iufantry, who al- 
ways had the main Battle, and guarded 
the Perfon of their Emperor. 

Before them in the Front were always 
plac'd the Afapi; thefe were a va!t Multitude 
of miferable People drawn or rather driven 
into their Armies; they were geaerally 
taken among the fubjected Chrifian Coun- 
tries, and were fore’d forward like Beatts 
to the Slaughter 5. they had Arms given 
them, andthe Ufe of them yas, that they 
might receivé the fir Fury. of the Chei-y 
fiians, when the Attack begen—— When 
thefe were evtin pieces, -or-trampled un 
der Foot, as they generally were, and the 
Swords of the Chriftians were, as. it were, 
blunted with Slaughter. Then the fecond 
Line, which contified of great and firm 
Bodies of Fanizaries, old difcipdin’d Sdl- 
diérsy-advatie:d with the Spahi Horfe on 
their Wings Thefe appear’d always 
what they were, real Turks, with theic 
Green Bnfigns, Half-Moons, and Horfe-Tail. 
The other were a difyuis’d half Kind of 
Chriftians, Rafciens, Greeks, Fews, or any 
thing —— As the Fanizuries advasc’d, if 


thefe did not make their Way forward, they 


frequently fir’d at them promifcuoufly, or 
the Spabi trod them down with their Horfes, 
and over their Bellies, rhe old Tzoops would 
come foaming in upon the Chriltians al- 
ready half {pent wich Slaughter ; and thus 
they often obtaio*J the Vidory. 

Time made the Chriftians wife eriough 
to prevent the Mifchief of this Contri- 
varice, by the Help of their Cannon tear- 
ing thefe miferable Crowds.of <Afapi- to 
pieces, before they came to clofe; and 
then by large Bodies of Dragoons falling in 
upon them, that fo they would be often cut 
in pieces, befure the main Body came to 
engage. 

Gentlemen of the High-Churcb——Are not 
you the Ajapi of the Party. we are now 
contending with ? They place you in the 
Front, to receive the firft Fire of the Bat. 
the —— Itis you that will be fin'd for Riot,

Now pray look back, ever your Bellies bath 
Parties muft fights Facobitifm, if it con- 
quets, mult tread you down to come at 
their Vidory; Revolution muft trample you 
under Foot to come at Fcobitifm 
Let a High-Flyer but tell us upon what 
Principle Se cao ftand——Ncither Side an 
hold with hin—— Facobisi/m cannot truft 
him, for he has abjur’d it ; Revolution can- 
not truft him, for he has perjur’d it 
He is a Traytor to the Pretender’s Caufe, 
a-Renegadoe to the Revolution, anda 
Rebel to. the QUEEN.
